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INTRODUCTION 

BUREAUS  ISSUING  TEXTILE  PUBLICATIONS 

Considerable  material  has  been  published  on  textile  subjects  by 
the  23  Government  bureaus  whose  activities  bear  directly  on  some 
phase  of  the  industry.  These  bureaus  issue  occasional  pamphlets 
listing  their  publications,  but  rarely  isolate  those  on  textiles. 

This  pamphlet  lists  all  reported  publications  issued  by  Govern- 
ment bureaus  dealing  with  the  textile  industry  or  some  phase  of 
it.  It  is  a  second  revision  of  the  pamphlet  of  the  same  name  and 
purpose  which  the  textile  division  of  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Commerce  issued  in  1927.  Many  of  the  publications  listed 
herein  are  out  of  date  and  no  longer  readily  obtainable,  but  they 
contain  fundamental  information  which  may  be  called  for.  The 
reader  who  is  unable  to  locate  a  publication  covering  a  specific  sub- 
ject is  advised  to  communicate  with  the  appropriate  bureau  where 
the  files  may  contain  the  information  required.  '

If  no  price  is  quoted  the  publication  is  free,  and  application 
should  be  made  directly  to  the  issuing  bureau. 

Copies  of  bulletins  designated  as  "  Exhausted  *'  may  be  consulted 
at  the  depository  libraries,  listed  hereinafter,  or  borrowed  from  the 
issuing  bureau.  If  there  is  no  depository  library  in  your  locality, 
your  public  library  can  usually  borrow  the  desired  publication  from 
the  nearest  depository  branch. 

Although  in  many  cases  Government  bulletins  are  sent  free  by 
the  issuing  department,  the  supplies  allotted  for  such  distribution 
are  usually  limited.  Nearly  all  of  these  public  documents  are  sold 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents.  The  prices  charged  cover 
only  cost  of  paper  and  printing,  no  charge  being  made  for  the  serv- 
ices of  the  scientific  and  technical  men  who  are  the  authors  of  the 
various  books,  pamphlets,  periodicals,  etc.,  nor  are  commissions 
allowed  for  their  sale.  The  Superintendent  of  Documents  is  not 
authorized  to  supply  free  copies  of  anything  except  price  lists. 

The  quickest  and  most  convenient  method  of  obtaining  the  publi- 
cations listed  in  this  catalogue  is  to  order  from  the  Superintendent 
of  Documents,  remitting  the  payment  in  advance  by  coupons,  postal 
money  orders,  express  order,  or  New  York  draft.  Currency  is  sent 
at  the  sender's  risk;  postage  stamps,  coins  defaced  or  worn  smooth, 
foreign  money,  and  uncertified  checks  will  not  be  accepted.  For  the 
convenience  of  the  general  public,  coupons  that  are  good  until  used 
in  exchange  for  Government  publications  are  sold  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Documents  in  sets  of  20  for  $1.
